• .•JSIito congregation of the Ffrst Presby- 
terian church worshiped Sunday mora-r 
ing lor the first time in their new lec- 
ture room. The following is an ab- 
stract of the sermon by the pastor, 
Rev. David W. MoflFat, D. D. 


"And let the beauty of the Lord our (?od be 
upon us; and establish there the work of our 
hands upon us; ye^ the work of our hands 
establish thou it.'"—Ps. 90:17. 


Having congratulated the congrega- 
tion upon the privilege of meeting to- 
gether again for public worship under 
a roof of their own and speaking of 
the period which had elapsed since the 
old church was destroyed by the fire of 
December 16,1882, he said, ' 'This con- 
gregation ought never and can never 
forget the signal kindness of their 
Hebrew fellow citizens, who with such 
hearty good will granted the use of 
their beautiful and convenient house of 
worship, where, from Sabbath to Sab- 
bath, you have been accustomed to 
assemble during the last twenty-nine 
months. 
The riches of the kindness 
which granted this favor was revealed 
by the unexpected demands which were 
made upon it. Though you tarried there 
much longer than either y on or they 
had anticipated, yet there 
seemed 
to 
be 
no such 
thing, 
as 
ex- 
hausting 
the 
treasures 
of 
their 
generous hospitality. This notable act 
of theirs, so thoroughly tested and so 
worthy the descendants of Abraham, 
is now for al time an essential part of 
the history of this church, and will be 
told to their honor long after the 
generation which enjoyed its benefits 
shall have passed away." Then after 
speaking of the wonderful history of 
the Israelitish people, and of what 
Christians owed to them, turning to 
the text he said: These rooms where 
we meet are designed for the uses of 
the Sabbath school, the prayer meet- 
ing, and all those special meetings 
which 
so intimately 
concern 
the 
spiritual life, welfare and interests of 
the church. You have made them 
beautiful—you are making the whole 
house beautiful. God loves beautiful 
things and has made us to love them. 
This world would have been a dreary 
abode for us had he not had regard for 
beauty as well as for utility. 
The 
countless forms of beauty in nature 
from the pansy beneath your foot to 
the gorgeous array of clouds and the 
blue depths beyond are the outward ex- 
pression of ideas of beauty which exist 
in his eternal mind. 
The mansions 
above which Christ has gone to pre- 
pare for us are beautiful. And what 
are man's beautiful creations, but at- 
tempts to copy the works of the Su- 
preme Artist or to give expression to 
the ideas which He has breathed into 
the human mind. 


But there is a beauty which excels 
the material as mind excels dead mat- 
ter, without the .possession of which a 
church with all that human genius 
could devise and wealth command of 
material adornments in buildings and 
furnishings would be only as a decay- 
ing corpse concealed beneath decay- 
ing flowers. The glory of the church 
of God, first, last and evermore must 
be moral and spiritual, the beauty of 
holiness. 
And this is the beauty of the 
Lord and God, To know what it is we 
need not strain our eyes to gaze upon 
the light which no man can apprach 
unto. It is revealed to us in the law of 
God and most 
gloriously 
in 
and 
through the humanity of the Son of 
God. The moral and spiritual excel- 
lencies which shine from Him who is 
the image of the invisible God " con- 
stitute the beauty of the Lord our God. 
It includes all the social virtues of jus- 
tice, truthfulness, kindness, benevo- 
lence, in mind and heart and deed in 
all 
the relations of life. 
But it 
includes far more. It 
comprehends 
essentially^ love to God and an interest 
in man as God's creature who is to live 
beyond the grave and for whom Christ 
died, a love to the church and its or- 
dinances. a spirit of devotion and de- 
voteness which leads to prayer and 
praise and to a life of consecration to 
the service of Him who loved us and 
gave himself 
for us. 
In Christian 
character all these graces, moral and 
spiritual, are to be bìended in syminet- 
rical unity. It ought to be no awk- 
ward "matter to turn from honest busi- 
ness to prayer or from prayer to honest 
business. 


But Christian holiness is no mechan- 
ical copying of Christ. It is a living 
reproduction of Christ. 
As it was the 
spirit within him that made him what 
he was, so it is only the same spirit, 
imparted to us and received by faith, 
that will enable Us to love and to re- 
flect in our lives, the beauty of the 
Lord our God. And in this w'e have a 
work to do. If you seek not to have 
the 
spirit 
you 
will 
not 
have 
the spirit. And having him, if you 
work not for the attainment of those 
ends for which he is given he will 
leave you. Talents unused are hope- 
lessly lose. But if through the spirit 
you do work for those ends, then will 
God establish the work of your hands 
upon you. Aiming to live lives of 
Cliristian holiness and coming hither to 
public worship on the Sabbath to the 
prayer meeting and the Sabbath school 
earnestly desiring for yourselves, fur 
your 
children, 
and 
for 
all 
who 
shall 
meet 
with 
you, 
the 
manifèstations of God's 
redeeming 
power and loye, praying for it and 
working for it, then will this glorious 
life-giving Presence 
bo manifested 
here and this will be a hallowed place 
indeed, none other than the house of 
God and the yery gate of heaven. 


Int. In this consists the life of the 
church. 
If the Spirit should depart 
various expedients might for a time 
keep up a show of life, b^ut it would be 
nothing more than an empty show, 
not with the keeping up.

with love and fills them with the peace 
and joy of heaven.

4th. And this is what makes relig- 
ion and the church and its services in- 
teresting to others. 
When the fire 
burns so low that christians themselves 
cease to feel its heat, no wonder that 
outsiders become 
indifferent.

ENGLAND'S 
MISTAKE. 


Serinagar, or literally Surgia Nagar, 
the City of the Sun, is the capital of the 
beautiful and romantic valley of Cash- 
mere, one of the most chnmiing sjwta 
in the whole eartli 
It is some seven 
years ago that in my 
wauderiiigs 
I 
visited this h{ip])y valley, 
A lonely 
march of about one hundred miles along 
the banks of the Jhelum Biver, 
the 
ancient Hydaspes, brought me to the 
smooth waters of the Cashmere Lake. 
Here I hired a boat covered with mat- 
ting, and so arranged that the stern of

the boat forim-d the cooking Idtchen, 
both for tlie crew and passengers. 
My 
crew consisted of :i full grown man, an

The whole party, 
excej)! the pluni[) baby, took their turn 
at tlie oars and t<j\viiig rope, and I man- 
aged to get along at the rate of two 
miles an hour. 


It WHS a cleiir morning, and beautiful 
beyond dcscri])tioii was the ijamoramic 
view as we wound along the river in its 
circular course. 
All around the country 
was rich with verdure, 
liising at a 
distauco wt-re the snowy ranges of the 
Himalaya Mountains, many of them a» 
much as 13,000 ieet above the sea level. 
To quote tlic \\'ords of the traveler 
Vigne: " Scji'tuess mailt ing over the 
suliliine, snugijess generally elsewhere 
incompatiljle with extent, are the pre- 
vailing charactcristi(;s of the scener}' of 
Cashmere." 
In tlu; centr<! of this lovelj' 
scenery is the City of the Sun, which 
was destroyed by an earthquake recently. 


Serinagar is a considerable city of 
some 
150,000 iiiliabitauts, 
of 
whom 
20,000 are Hindoos and the remainder 
Molianiiuedans. 
TJie houses are built 
entirely of wood, and arc usually about 
throe stories high. 
Tiie streets are 
nari'ow and dirty 
Tiu; people were 
dirtier than the streets. 
No i>en could 
possibly depi(it tlui real sanitary condi- 
tion of Serinagar, and constKpuMitly one 
regi'ets that as the city had to perish, it 
did not succumb to the puiifying ele- 
ment of fire rather than the upheaviugs 
of an eai'lh(iuake. 


The city of Serinagar is on an island 
in the midst of Cashmere Lake. 
It has

seven bridges, all made of wooden logs. 
Some of the 4->ridges are occupied with 
sho[ s, like old London Bridge, which 
ari' extremity (juaint, although unsightly 
structures. 
There are no cabs or carts 
or camagiis in the city of Serinagar, 
and therefore no conveyances rumble 
along its narrow, dirty streets. 
It is a 
wise dispensation of Providence that 
wheeled conveyances have not Vjcen in- 
troduced in the capital of Cashmere, for 
the people would be too lazy to get out 
of the way. The Caslnneree never walks 
nor works if he can help it. 
In recent 
famines they preferred dying to either. 
And yet they are sivilled workmen. 
The 
manufactories of Cashmere are well 
known. 
Cashmere shawls have a world- 
wide reputation, although the trade is 
not as prosperous as it used to be. 
A 
Cashmere shawl has been sold in Paris 
and London for £4,000, and even more. 
The silver and gold work in bracelets 
and necklaces is perhaps unequalled in 
the world, for it has a peculiar unfin- 
ished styte of its own which cannot be 
imitated. 
The copper work is very 
antique in its appearancc. 
Tlie painted 
and inlaid wood work, erroneously called 
by Europeans papier- mache, is also ex- 
ceedingly beautiful. 
It is an interesting 
fact that the well-known 
Cashmere 
shawl pattern, wliich finds expression 
in all articles of Cashmere manufacture, 
has its origin in the" peculiar windinge 
of the river Jhelum along the valley.

tions of some of India's European rulers 
and warriors. 
Physically, the men are 
a very fine race, and the calves of the 
Cashmere coolie would give efiect to the 
very best arrangement in knickerbockers. 
The phrenological development of both 
sexes is g(K)d. 
But still the Cashmeree 
is a hopeless individual. 
At first when 
you look at him you believe in him. 
His fine development of head, chest and 
caK win your respect. 
But from the 
day that one of their number ate five, of 
my loaves of bread, and another pur- 
loined a bottle of preserved currant«, 
and another appropriated a leathern 
strap, I lost confidence in the race. 
After very careful inquiry I came to the 
conclusion that the Cashmeree comes 
very low down in the scide of humanity. 
He won't work if he can help it, and to 
beg he is never ashamed. 
Such is the 
race that inhabits one of the fairest and 
most productive provinces on earth.

The valley of Cashmere is about 100 
miles long 
and averages twenty-five 
miles in Avidth, and the surrounding 
mountains vary in height from 8,000 to 
15,000 feet. 
The valley itself is about 
5,000 feet above the level of the sea. 
It 
was formerly a Mohammedan country ; 
indeed, all the natives are Moslems, but 
at the conquest of northern India the 
British sold the province of Cashmere to 
one of the Sikh j^rinces, a Hindoo, and 
it is now ruled by a Rajah under British 
protection. 
The nearest railway ter- 
minus is that of Rawul Pin doe, where 
Lord Dufferin received the Ameer of 
Cabul. 
This place is some 1,000 miles 
from Bombay. 
From Rawul Pindee to 
the ruined city of Serinagar is about 200 
miles wluch can be traveled by easy 


Cashmere is a favorite resort for 
Anglo-Indian oificials during the hot 
season, and about 300 English officers, 
with their families, are permitted to 
enter the valley yearly, but they are 
regarded as the Maharajah's guests, and 
are accommodated with bungalows or 
villas erected by his Highness. 
Most of 
these dwellings, 
which are 
wooden 
structures, must have been destroyed in 
the recent earthquake.. 


When I was in Cashmere I dined with 
his Highness, or rather at his Highness' 
expense, 
for he, 
a strict 
orthodox 
Hindoo, would not dream of eating -with 
beef-eating foreigner! 
The dinner 
was provided in the palace in the city of 
Serinagar, and the'party, which con- 
sisted of all the 
European visitors, 
ladies and gentlemen, arrived 
about 
eight o'clock in their barges. 
Armed 
cavaliers of the Arabian Nights style 
•were stationed at the doors, and tdtch 
bearers illuminated the gayly painted 
halls, making the whole scene one of a 
very striking 
character. 
Tlie black 
coats of the English guests presented a 
strange contrast to the bright ilresses of 
our royal host and his attendants. 
The 
Maharajah—that is to say the Great 
Rajah—received the visitors in a large 
reception hall, and Avas attended by the 
chief officers of state. 
These entertain- 
ments usually commence with a nautch 
dance, but, in deference to the wishes of 
the clergy present, this somewhat ques- 
tionable performance was omitted. 
Btt 
we had the band. 
The Maharajah's 
band is a queer institution. 
The in- 
struments are of the most quaint and 
ancient character, probably the same as 
those used by those celebrated musicians 
in the days' of the Prophet 
Daniel.
